SJCC Opens Mexican-American 
Studies Department 

Beginning in September, San Jose 
City College will offer 15 sections de¬ 
signed for Mexican-Americans students, 
according to Dr. Otto Roemmich, col¬ 
lege president. 

The new Mexican-American Stu¬ 
dies Department will offer courses in 
public speaking for Mexican-Americans, 
improvement of writing, fundamentals 
of composition, Mexican-American Lit¬ 
erature, elementary Spanish for bilin¬ 
guals, intermediate Spanish for bilin¬ 
guals, college study techniques, Mexi¬ 
can-American history, Mexican-Ameri- 
|can culture, and Mexican-American so¬ 
ciology. 

A total of 15 sections will be of¬ 
fered in the 11 new courses, Dr. Roem¬ 
mich notes. The courses will be open to 
all students at City College, and addi¬ 
tional back-up sections will be available 
at fime of registration in case they are 
needed. 

The Mexican-American Studies 
Department organization and course of¬ 
ferings were worked out with the cooper¬ 
ation of the Mexican-American Student 
Confederation, the Mexican-American 
Lay Advisory Committee, and City Col¬ 
lege faculty!. Dr. Roemmich notes the 
college is presently seeking a Mexican- 
American department chairman and Me¬ 
xican-American instructors. Applicants 
for either position should contact Dr. 
Gerald Strelitz, associate superintendent 
at the college. 

Dr. Roemmich indicates the col¬ 
lege has a program to help students from 
low income families attend City College. 
Those interested in details on the as¬ 
sistance program are urged to phone 
Alexander Reyes at the college, 298-2181. 

Residents of San Jose Junior Col¬ 
lege District who are high school grad¬ 
uates or 18 years of age are eligible to 
attend San Jose City college without 
charge for admission or tuition. Phone

PADRE HUMBERTO ALMAZAN 

Humberto Almazan was once a 
movie, stage and television star in Mex¬ 
ico and Europe. Now, he is a Catholic 
priest. Although actors turned priests 
are rare enough. Father Almazan' s 
community — The Missionaries of the 
Holy Apostles — is made up exclusively 
of men choosing a new path. . .Men who 
come late to religious life, many after 
lengthy professional careers in the world. 

Humberto is one of three children 
born to a family with Castilian and Aztec 
origins. In deference to his father, an 
architect, he studied architecture at the 
University of Mexico. When he reached 
his majority, however, he began his 
training in drama at the famed Palacio 
de DeUas Artes of Mexico. 

After a few minor parts in films, 
he played the role of Puck in "A Mid¬ 
summer Night's Dream" in 1949 on the 
stage. This production is usually cited 
as the beginning of the modern theatre in 
Mexico, and the role earned Humberto a 
scholarship to the Conservatoire Drama- 
tique in Paris. 

After two years of intensive and 
successful study in France, Humberto 
went to Italy where he played a small 
role in the Roberto Rossellini film "U- 
manita" with Ingrid Bergman. At this 
time also, he worked with Anna Magnani 
and Jean Renoir, and played roles with 
the young Sophia Loren. Late in 1951, he 
went to England, studied at the Old Vic, 
attending lectures on acting by Sir Law¬ 
rence Olivier, and played in the film 
"The Net" directed by Anthony Asquith 
for J. Arthur Rank Productions. Return¬ 
ing to France in 1952, he appeared in 
"Le Dortoir des Grandes" co-starring 
with Jeanne Moreau. 

Returning to Mexico, Humberto 
played the leading role in "The Young 
Juarez" for which he received the "Ariel" 
award (the equivalent of our "Oscar"), 
and played leading roles with Pedro Ar- 
mendariz, Dolores Del Rio, and other 
actors famed in Mexico. By the end of 
1959, he had made 21 movies, and as 
"Juan Perez" on Mexican television, his 
name was as familiar as "Lucy" in Ame-

rica. He also appeared on stage. 

While in his 500th performance 
of the play "Las Cosas Simples", Hum¬ 
berto received an offer from Hollywood. 
Much to the amazement of friends, he 
declined the offer. Three weeks later, 
he sold his possessions — a house in 
Cuernavaca with a private pool, four 
automobiles, an extravagant wardrobe, 
and the rest — and gave everything to . 
the poor. 

In February of 1966, Humberto 
Almazan was ordained to the priesthood f 
at the Shrine of the Immaculate Concep¬ 
tion in Washington, D.C. His special 
task is the development of adult vocation 
seminaries, but he also talks about his 
career in addressing school and semi¬ 
nary groups, collegiate and professional 
audiences, Amish communities, Hadas- 
sah meetings, and all maimer of diverse 
groups. 

The title of his address is "The 
LIFE of My Story", an illusion both to 
his former theatrical career and to his 
recent, endeavors.

San Joseans making savings with¬ 
drawals of $500 or more will be quietly 
asked from now on at branch offices of 
local banks and savings and loan firms 
this question. 

The qeustion is on small orange 
cards passed out by theft prevention de¬ 
tail officers Jim Cornelius and Ron 
Smith, Prevention & Control Div. 

The idea of cards was advanced 
by Detective Division bunco team Sgts. 
Don Ewing and Bruce Moore in a recent 
News series on an alarming increase of 
"con-man" activity here. 

The cards ask further: 

Is this withdrawal for either of 
the following reasons: 

1. Were you contacted by a man repre¬ 
senting himself as a bank investigator or 
FBI agent ? Has he asked you to with¬ 
draw your money to help with the inves¬ 
tigation of an internal bank theft ? 

2. Did you witness the finding of a large 
amount of money? Were you asked to 
withdraw your money to be held as an 
act of good faith? 

If any of this is so, it may very 
well be a swindle. Contact the San Jose 
Police Department immediately. 

The savings firms have been re¬ 
ceptive to warning card distribution and 
have instructed their employees to hand 
the card to any person making large sav¬ 
ings withdrawals. 

According to Chief of Detectives 
Barton L. Collins, current police intel¬ 
ligence indicates highly polished confi¬ 


dence gangs are continually moving into 
the Bay area; easily filling their pocket- 
books and leaving well meaning elderly 
citizens destitute of life savings. 

Chances of netting the bunco 
sharks are slim unless a victim can put 
the lawmen on their trail immediately 
after initial contact has been made be¬ 
tween the con-man and his mark.

toda la familia. Nadie en esta familia se 
queja de discriminación, todos son tra¬ 
bajadores y honrados. 

Cada vez que tengo la suerte de 
hacer amistad con alguna persona que ha 
sabido abrirse paso por medio de su pro 
pió esfuerzo y ha logrado triunfar en la 
lucha por la vida, siento la obligación de 
hacerlo del conocimiento de mis lecto¬ 
res, para que sirva de ejemplo a la ju¬ 
ventud, demostrándoles que el trabajo, 
la honradez y el respeto a sus semejan¬ 
tes, son las bases en que descansa la sa 
tisfacción del deber cumplido.
